The Best Class of Citizens in Favor 
of a High Dramshop License.

Respectable Saloon Keepers and Even the 
Brewers Favor the Change of Figures--The 
Sentiment of the People Reflected in Sun- 
dry Interviews. 


The report and recommendation of the 
grand jury in favor of raising the dram-shop 
licenses for the city to $1,000 for saloons in 
which liquor is sold,and to $500 for wine and 
beer shops, has created considerable discus- 
sion, particularly in circles _ inter- 


ested to the extent of either dealing by 


wholesale or retail in the liquid arti- 


cles that are involved. The Post-DIsPATcH, 
to furnish a reflex.of the general sentiment 
in this regard, sent out reporters this morn- 
ing, instructed to interview club men, brew- 
ers and others, and obtain their opinions 
concerning the suggested legislation. It is 


always difficult under such circumstances to 
find men ready and willing to talk, and es- 
pecially sois this true, in the case of the 
men who are most directly interested, 
and whose influence either way must 
reckoned as an important factor in any pro- 
posed reforms. Here the int- 
erest whose capital will be chdangered 
by any increase of license is the brewing 
business. and it is the gentlemen who have 
their money invested in this direction who 
do not want to say anything. They abso- 
lutely refuse to interview. To them the cus- 
tom of the small saloons, which would have 
to succumb to any extraordinary tax, 
amounts to considerably more than they are 
willing to lose, while on the other hand they 
claim their loyalty as citizens would be im- 
paired by any expression of opinion opposed 
to the high license favored by the reformers. 
Placed in this position the brewer 
has the good sense to keep his 
mouth shut. The prohibitionist 
who figures as a striking feature in the agi- 
tation 1s only too willing to be interviewed, 
and his utterances are usually of too wild 
and violent a nature, and his tendencies are 
to so high a ticense that a capitalist standin 
on the cross of a chureh steeple woul 
scarcely be able to read it; hence there is 
littie use of presenting his phase of the dis- 
eussion. The keepers of small soloons have 
their minds made up one way, and the seuti- 


ment of al! is voiced through a 
single representative who says: “High 
license be d—d. It’s too high already.”’ 

The happy mean has been attained, how- 
ever, in the class of respectable citizens and 
reputable saloon-men, whose opinions are 
here reported. It will be seen that the views 
presented are temperate, and there is a 

retty unanimous indorsewent of the grand 
jury’s report. 

MR. GERARD B. ALLEN, 

president of the Commercial Club, stated 
that the club had discussed the subject 
of an increased license for dramshops, as it 
had discussed, a great many other subjects. 
The next meeting of the club will take place 
to-morrow evening. “Thirty years. ago,’ 
said Mr. Allen, ‘I advocated an increased 
license law. My plan was to divide the city 
into districts and to allow only a certain 
number of dramshops to each district. 1 
advocated placing the ticense at at least 
$1,000, and that each dramshop-keeper 
should give a sufficient sooner that the 
character of his house should be orderly, 
but the radical people who are unable to 
steer a middie course would be satisfied with 
nothing short of the extermination of the 
retail liquor traffic, and so matters were 
suffered to go on.” 

are you read the reportof the grand 
urv ?” ! 
“No, sir. Ihave not had an opportunity 
to read it yet. I shail do so atthe first op- 

rtunity. I am informed that the grand 
tore recommend substantially the scheme 
that I advocated thirty years ago. It seems 
to me to be a sensible recommendation, and 
] think it will meet with genera! favor even 
among the saloon-keepers. I hope it 
will be adopted. I understand that 
the Illinois Legislature is at work ona bill to 
increase the dramshop license in Chicago to 
something like the figures recommended by 
our grand jury, and I think the introduction 
of a bil! to the same effect in our own Legis- 
lature would be very timely.” 

MR. DWIGHT TREDWAY 

ve the following very clear exposition of 
1is views on the grand jury’s report: 

“I think there can not be two opinions as to 
the wisdom of the measure proposed by the 
grand jury. An inereased liquor license 
would have the very beneficent eftect of re- 
ducing the opportunities of drumkengess and 
its consequence. The plan proposed by the 
grand jury is a very sensible solution of the 
temperance question.” | 

MR. SAM DODD 

said: “I agree heartily in everything the 
grand jury say. li seems to me that their 
suggestions are as wise as they 
are timely. I do not think 
that-an increase of the dramshop license 
would meet with much epposition even 
among the class affected. A recauetion In the 
number of saloons wou!d be the natural and 
salutary consequence, and the revenue of the 
city from this source would be much greater 
than at present. Yes, I sincerely hope that 
the suggestions of the grand jury will be 
carried out by the Legislature.’ 

MR. PHILIP STOCK, 
secretary of the Brewets’ Association, was 
seen in his office, but refused to 
speak further than to say: “I 
am very glad to see that the grand jury has 
made such a fair discrimination between the 
liquor and beer traftics. It shows that they 
have taken a sensible view of the affair, and 
that they:do not consider beer as Ibjurious to 
the morals or heaith of the community as 
whisky. If they make liquor saloons pay a 
license of $1,000 I suppose it will be about 
fair to tax beer saloons $500. But you 
ean readily understand my position In 
the matter, when you know that I 
cannot speak without speaking for the brew- 
ing interests of the city, and that I was on a 
grand jury two years ago, which reported in 
favor of the low license. And, by tlie way, 
Mr. Lange, whois on the present grand jury, 
was ou the jury with me that stood for low 
license.” 

“Why did your grand wf favor the pres- 
ent tax?” the reporter asked. 

“Beeause,’ said Mr. Stock, “we took into 
consideration the fact that there are 
saloons attached to disreputable houses 
that could pay a high ‘icense ana that would 
be benefited by the change, while the small 
but respectable saloons would be compelled 
to.shut up entirely.’ 

_A PROMINENT BREWER, 
who was met on the street, and refused to 
say anything if his name was mentioned 
expressed himself personally in favor o 
high license, but opposed te it on business 
principles. 

“It’s very easy,” he said, “fora grand jury 
to attribute eighty-five per cent of the crime, 
eighty per cent of the insanity and seventy-

HOW THE BIRD FLIES. 

The London Engineer, in a review of the 
various flying machines that have been in- 
vented, comes to the conclusion that a suc- 
cessful one is a physical impossibilty, and 
that the attempt to devise one must be class- 
ed with such delusions as the search for the 
philosopher’s stone or the secret of per- 
petual motion. No combination of wings 
will enable a man to fly till he can wield 
them with as much muscular power to the 
pound of weight as a bird exerts in flying. 
If a man had in his legs the muscular energv 
and leverage of a flea, he could jump a mile 
in three leaps, and if his arms had in 
proportion to his weight the driving power 
of a wild pigeon’s wing, he would 
have no use for railways or balloons. The 
transportation problem would be solved. 
Moving himself so easily and swiftly, he 
would not need to move anything else. The 
albatross, weighing twenty-eight pounds, 
can keep its wings, thirteen feet from tip to 
tip, in motion all day, while the strongest 
man, weighing six or eight times as much, 
would exhaust all his strength in keeping 
even an albatross’ wings in motion for half 
an hour. “Wehavein the bird,” says the 
Engineer, “a machine burning concentrated 
fuel ina large grate at a tremendous rate 
and developing a very large power ina small 
space. There iS no engine in existence, 
certainly no steam engine and boiler com- 
bined, which, weight for weight, gives out 
anything like the mechanical power exhib- 
ited by the albatross.”” Consequently no 
machinery yet devised can operate wings 
with sufficient power to sustain its own

The Penitentiary Scandal--Prohibition and 
Poiitics-- The Police Board--Notes. 


From Our Special Correspondent- 

JEFFERSON City. January 25.—There was 
something of a set-back this afternoon in the 
Penitentiary investigation, when Waddy 
Thompson on the stand told the true story 
of the cut meat contract. He had ased hi¢ 
personal Influence to induce Warden Willi 
to accept the cut meat from Sedalia, assur- 
ing him that the quality would be almost 


equal to that furnished on the hoof by 
Gordon. For this service he received $50 per 
month as a remem ce from Gordon and 
Newton. Mr. Willis positively knew noth- 
ing of this arrangement. Some spoiled meat 
was delivered, but it was rejected and 
charged back to Newton. 

State Treasurer Chappel was again on the 
stand, and was examined as to the Inspector’s 
investigation of last summer. 

The House Committee on Penitentiary has 
thns far contented itself with an official in- 
vestigation. One of the members says, “One 
investigation for a Legislature is surely 
enough.” 

PROHIBITION AND POLITICS. 

However much Dr. Brooks, Dr. Danning, 
Chas. P. Johnson and Wm. T. Switzier may 
proclaim to the contrary, if the Prohibition 
amendment was submitted to-morrow, it 
would be defeated. Tne movement is losing 
ground. This is the calm conviction ofa 
correspondent who has industriously and 
candidly discussed the situation. The fact 
that the petitions against prohibitory Jaws 
run equal with most days, and frequently 
ahead of those for the submission of the 
question has done much to stiffen up the 
weak-kneed members. There issome specu- 
lation as to whether the names on the anti 

titions will notexceed in number those on 
he pro petitions. The rumor, confirmed to 
some extent by symptoms, is in circulation 
and generally accepted, that a new political 
combination is formed which will, perhaps, 
be known as the Brooks-Filley-H. Martin , 
Williams party. It is to be composed of that 
class of Democrats who, when forced to the 
wall, declare they are Prohibitionists first and 
Democrats afterward, such Republicans as 
Mr. Filley represents, who are for anything 
to beat the Democracy and the H. Martin 
Williams Greenbackers, who would make an 
allianee with the devil, if for no other reason 
than to keep in some sort of political exist- 
ence. The idea is under this tripartite agree- 
ment to force the submission of the Prohibi- 
tion question, and in 1884 put a Prohibition 
candidate for Governor in the field against 
the regular Dewocratic nominee. 

THE POLICE BOARD, 

Dan Kerwin, David Caruth, Alex Kinkead 
and the new member, Dr. Lutz, arrived this 
afternoon and called upon the Governor, and 
visited all the popular resorts, hotels, com- 
mittee-rooms, etc. This evening they met 
Senator McGrath and gravely sonsidered the 
provisions of the bill which they bad sent 
up here. The main features of the bill are 
that the Mayor is an ex officio member 
of the board, but that body — shall 
elect its own chairman. This puts an 
end to the Mayor as President of the Board. 
The bi'l also provides for an increase of the 
force to 600, one more captain and several 
more sergeants. Dr. Lutzis of the impres- 
sion that if the bill passes the districts will 
be entirely rearranged. 

IMMIGRATION TROUBLES. 
Andrew McKinley, chief of the Missouri 
Board of Immigration,came up last night,and 
this afternoon met Farris, the author of the 
bill to repeal the entire immi- 
ration law. Said McKinley e ~ 
arris, ‘From the character of your bil - 
should judge you to be a moss-back. I 
thought the days of moss-backism in Missou- 
ri were over.” 
Mr. Farris would not be drawn into a dis- ~ 
cussion. To a reporter, however, he 
gave vent to the following broad views: 
“Missouri does not want immigration socie- 
ties. I do not believe in spending money for 
nothing. If people want to come to Mis- 
souri let them come, but let 
the State be its own  inducemeng 
It certainly is inducement enough. As a 
matter of fact, the emigration from the Blue 
belly States does not add anything to Mis- 
souri but population. i defy the proof that 
any immigration society ever brought a man 
into this State who came with money to 
spend.

THE COLUMBIA’S COUNSEL, 


A Slice of Salvage for the Attorneys— 
The Creditors Protest. 


There was a cheerful gatering of dis- 
tinguished attorneys this morningin Judge 
Thayer’s court. Lawyers called upon to 
testify as tothe value of legal servites per- 
formed by professional brethren generally 
respond with alacrity. It is a courtesy 
frequently solicited and it 18 
always extended. The question before the 


court to-day was the compensation of coun- 
sel for services in the litigation of the Colum- 
bia Life Insurance estate against the Life 
Association of America A million dollar 
judgment was rendered inthis case. The 
counsel employed were Pope & McGinnis, 
Dryden & Dryden and W. L. Scott. 
They called ‘to the witness stand 
Samuel T. Glover, Arba N. Crane, Ed. T. 
Allen, J. E. McKeighan, James Taussig and 
W.S. Relfe. These gentlemen thought the 
compensation claimed, $4,500, was just and 
reasonable, and the court on the testimony 
allowed the claim. It appears that not one 
cent of Columbia assets has yet been 
paid to the unfortunate licy-holders. 
Of the salvage from the wrecked insurance 
estates it fs thought that there may be from 
$112,000 to $125,000 available for distribution 
among the Columbia’s creditors, and 
as the policy claims exceed one mil- 
lion dollars, it will be seen that 
if the estate-eating process is allowed to go 
on much longer. the creditors in the end 
will get but five percent. They may not get 
that unless the courts frown down further 
‘allowances.’ ‘The main obstacle toa distri- 
bution of the funds among the policy-holders 
is the case resting in the bowels of the the 
Supreme Court teuching the claim of parties 
for payment in fullin respectof death claims, 
the priority of  death-claimants gen- 
erally in the distribution, etc. 
The Columbia estate has been seven years in 
the hands of the receiver. The Supreme 
Court was asked to advance the death-claim 
case on its docket agit was the only question 
keeping the Columbia estate open. The case 
was advanced, argued and = submit- 
ted last November. T was 
only a question of law to be 
determined and yet the decision is held up. 
This case involved no protracted research, 
but the decision in the ceiebrated gas case 
which was encumbered witha voluminous 
record was turned out by the Supreme Court 
in a very few days.
